Mr. Rice of Canyon moved that the House proceed to organize accord- 
ing to law, which motion pres aed 

Mr. Johnson of Ada County moved that they procee | to elect 
officers, and nominated Mr. Alford of Nez Perce for Speaker. 

Mr. McCarthy moved that the House adjourn 

Mr. Morgan moved to amend to adjourn till ten o’eloek tomorrow 
morning, Which motion was lost 

Mr. Andrews of Ada nominated Mr J J. Rogers of Canyon 

Upon the eall of the roll Mr. Alford received 20 votes and Mr Rogers 
received 17 

Mr. Alford having received a majority of all the votes cast was duly 
elected Speaker of the House. 

The Chair appointed Messrs Hamer and Rice a committee to escort 
the Speaker to the chair 

Mr. Clagett moved to adjourn until ten o’cloeck, the roll call resulted 
im ayes 17, nays 30. 

The election of chief clerk being in order, W N. B. Shepherd and Geo 
A. MeLeod were nominated. Upon the eall of the roll Mr. Shepherd 
received 31 votes and Mr. McLeod received 17 Mr Shepherd was declared 
duly elected chief clerk. 

The election of assistant chief clerk being declared in order,Mr. L. R 
Leeds and Carl A. Davis were nominated, and upon a eall of the roll Mr. 
Leeds received 29 votes and Mr. Davis 18. Mr. Leeds was declared duly 
elected assistant chief clerk. 

Mr. Perkins moved that the journal clerk be passed, whieh motion 
was lost. 

Mr. Fuller move? to adjourn until 10 o’elock, whieh motion was lost 
by the following vote: yeas 13, nays 34. 

Mr. Johnson moved thet the House proceed to elect a journal clerk 
which motion prevailed. 

Election of journal elerk was then declared in order, and Miss M. V. 
Sweetnam and Mrs. Belle Coughlan were nominated, and upon a eall of the 
roll Miss Sweetnam received 30 votes and Mrs. Coughlan 16 votes. Miss 
Sweetnam was declared duly elected. 

The eleetion of enrolling clerk was then declared in order. R. J. 
Harding, Miss May Miller and Mr. Ed. Loherg were nominated. Upon a 
call of the roll Mr. Harding received 30 votes, Miss Miller 11 votes and Mr. 
Loberg 6. Mr. Harding war declared duly elected enrolling clerk. 

The election of engrossing clerk being declared in order, Miss Mary 
Calloway and Mr. Ed. Loberg were nominated, and upon the call of the 
roll Miss Calloway received 31 votes and Mr. Loherg 13. Miss Calloway 
was declared duly elected engrossing clerk. 

The election of chaplain being devlared in order, Mr. MeCarthy moved 
that Mrs. Mitchell be elected by azclamation, which motion prevailed and 
Mrs. Mitchell was duly declared elected chaplain. 

The election of sergeant at arms being declared in order, W. B. Stanton 
and G. W. Bryan were nominated, and upon call of the roll Mr. Stanton 
received 81 votes and Mr. Bryan 15. Mr. Stanton was devlared duly 
elected sergeant at arms. 

The election of doorkeeper being declared in order, Lew Clawson and 
C. R. Moody were nominatel, and unon call of the roll Mr, Clawson 
received 24 votes and Mr. Moody received 22. Mr. Clawson was declared 
duly elected doorkeeper. ; 

The election of pages being in order, Oliver Jeffries, Charles Gasser, 
H. C. Feltham, Clarence Morgan and Ed Cowley were nominated. Upon 
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a eall of the roll Jeffries received 17 votes, Gasser received 4, Feltham 
received 37, Morgan 24, Cowley 11. Messrs. Feltham and Morgan were 
declared duly elected pages. ` 

Mr. Rice moved that the election of janitor be passed, which motion 
prevailed. 

Mr. Johnson moved that a committee of three be appointed to request 
Judge Stewart to administer the oath of office to the Speaker. The motion 
prevailed and the Chair appointed Messrs. Johnsun Hamer and Elder as 
such committee The Speaker then took the oath of office.

RULES OF THE HOUSS OF REPRISUNTATIVES. 

1. The Speaker shall take the chair at the tine to whieh the House 
stands adjourned and the House shall then he called to oder, and after 
payer by the chaplain, the roll of the members called and the names of 
the absentees shall he entered upon the journal of the House. 

2. Upon the appeacanee of a quo.un the journal of the preeeding day 
shall be read by the clerk, and any mistakes therein shall be corrected by 
the House. 

3. One-third of the members present may order a call of the House and 
‘suse absent membe.s to be sent for, but oval must not be made after 
voting has commenced. A call being moved, the Speaker shall require 
those desiring the “call” to rise, and if one-third of the members shall 
rise the call shall he ordered. Tae call being ordere l, the sergeant-at-arms 
aall close the door and no member shall be allowed to leave the room 
except by unanimous consent. The cleck shall then ealt the roll and 
furnish the seczeant-at-arms with a list of those members absent without 
lewe, and that officer shall proceed focthwith to find and bring in sueh 
ansentees. While the House is under call no business shall he transacted 
except to receive and act upon the repo tof the sergeant-at-arma. And 
n> motion shall he in order excepta motion to suspend farther proveed- 
inzs unde? the call, which shall require three-fifths vf the members pres- 
ent. Upon the repot of the sergeant-at-arms showing that all the mem- 
hers who were absent without leave, naming them, are present, the call 
shall leat an end, and the doors shall be opened and the business or 
motion pending at the time the call was made shall be preceeded with. 

4. The Speaker shall preserve order and decorum and shall decide 
questions of o der, subject to an appeal to the House. 

5. ‘he Speake: shall vote upon all questions taken by ayes and nays 
except on appeals from his own decision). > 7 

ti. When the House adjourns the members shall keep their seats until 
the Speaker announces the adjournment. 

7 Eve y member, previous to his speaking, shall rise from his seat and 
respectiully address the Speaker, and remain standing in his place before 
proceedi: g to speak until he is recognized by the Chair. 

8. When two or more members shall rise at once the Speaker shall 
designate the member whe is first to speak, but in all cases the member 
making the motion or the chairman of the committee making the report 
whieh is under consideration shall have the privilege of opening and elos- 
ing the debate thereon. 

% No member shall speak more than twice on the same rubject nor 
shall any member oceupy the toor for longer than one hour at one time 
without leave of the House, nor shall any member speak more than once 
uy every member chousing to speak on the subject pending shall have 
spoken. 

Pio. No motion shall be debated or put unless the same be seconded; it 
shall be stated by the Speaker before debate and any such motion shall be 
reduced to writing if the Speaker or any member desires it. 

11, Aftera motion shall have been stated hy the Speaker it shall be 
deemed to be in possession of the House, but may be withdrawn at any 
time by the consent of the House before amendment or decision; but all 
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motions, resolutions or amendments shall be entered upon the journal 
whether rejected or adopted. 

12. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received but 
to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the previous question, to postpone toa 
certain day, to co. nmit, to amend, to postpone indefinitely, which several 
motions shali have precedence in the order in which they stand arranged. 

13 A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, except when a member 
js addressing the Chair or a vote is being taken, or as provided in rule 3, 

14. (1) There shall be a motion for the previous question, which béing 
ordered by a majority of members present, if a quorum, shall have the 
effect to cut off all debate and bring the House toa direct vote upon the 
pending question. It shall bein order, pending the motion for, or after 
the previous question shall have been ordered on its passage, for the 
Speaker to entertain and submit a motion to commit, with or without 
instructions, to a standing or a select committee. (2) <A call of the House 
shall not be in order after the previous question is ordered, unless it shall 
appear on an actual count by the Speaker that a quorum is not present. 

15. When the previous question is decided in the negative it shall leave 
the main question under debate for the residue of the sitting, unless sooner 
disposed of by taking the question, or in some other manner. 

16. All incidental questions of order a ising after a motion is made for 
the previous question during the pending of such motion or after the House 
aball have determined that the main question shall now be put, shall be 
decided, whether on appeal or otherwise, without debate. - i 

17. Petitions, memo-ials and other papers addressed to the House shall 
be presented by the Speake“ or by a member in his place. , 

18. Every member present within the bar of the House shall vote on 
any question putenniess excused by the House. . . _ 

19. When the Speaker is putting the question no member shall walk 
out of or across the hall; nor when a member is speaking shall any person 
entertain any private dis*ourse or pass between him and the Chair. 

20. Ifa question in debate contain several points, the House may order 
the same divided. 

21. A member called to order shall immediately sit down, unless per- 
mitted to explain, and the House, if appealed to, shall decide the case. If 
their be no appeal the decision of the Chair shall be submitted to. On an 
appeal, no member shall speak more than twice without leave of the 
House, except when a memler is called to order for offensive language, in 
which cage there shall be no dehate. . 

22. Every bill and joint resolution shall be introduced on the report of 
a committee, or on a call for bills and joint resolutions, or by a motion for 

eave. 

23. Every bill before being introduced shall have indorsed thereon the 
title of the same, and every bill or resolution shall have thereon*the name 
of the member introducing it, and when ordered by a committee the name 
of such committee shall be indorsed thereon. 

24. No law shall be passed except by bill. nor shall any bill be put 
upon its final passage until the same, with the amendments thereto, shall 
have been printed for the use of the members; nor shall any bill become a 
law unless the same shall have been rend on three several days in the 
House previous to the final vote thereon. Provided, In case of urgency 
two-thirds of the House may, upon a vote of the yeas and nays, dispense 
with this provision. On the final passage of all bills they shall be read at 
length, section by section, and the vote shall be by yeas and nays upon 
each bill separately, and shail be entered upon the journal, and no bill 
shall become a law without a concurrence of a majority of the members 
present. 

25. All bills, memorials, orders and resolutions requiring the approval 
of the Governor, shall, after a second reading, be referred by the Speaker 
to their appropriate committees, unless otherwise ordered by the House, 
and, 1f reported without amendment, shall pass to their third reading, 
unless otherwise ordered, and when amended they shall go to committee 
of the whole House. Every such bill, memorial, order or resolution, 
together with all amendments thereto, when reported to the House by the 
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committee to which it has been referred, shall be immediately referred to 
the committee on printing and ordered printed, unless it shall be laid 
upon the table or indefinitely pos: poned. 

26. All bills shall be properly engrossed before their final passage. 

27. The final question, after consuleration in committee of the whole of 
a bill or other pper ariginatins in the House shall be “Shall it be ordered 
engrossed and passed toa third reading?” and upon every such bill or 
paper originatin, in the Senate “Shall it be read a third time?” 

28. Noamendment shall he received on the third reading. except to fill 
blanks, without unanimous consent of the House, and all ills and regolu- 
tions may be recommi:ted at any {ime previous to their passage, and if 
any amendment be reported on such recommitment by any other than a 
committee of the whole, it shall be again read a second time and the ques-

29. No motion or proposition on a subject different from that under 
consideration shall be admitted under color of amendment; no hill or reso- 
lution shall at any time he amended by annexing thereto, or incorporating 
therewith, any other bill or resolution pending before the House. 

20. Informing a committee of the whole House the Speaker shall 
appoint a chairman to preside. 

ol. Bille committed to the committee of the whole House shall, by the 
committee of the whole, thereon be read, first through, unless the com- 
mittee shall otherwise order. and then read and debated by sections, leav- 
ing the title to be last considered; all amendments shall be noted in 
writing and reported to the House by the chairman. 

, 32. All questions, whether in committee or in the House, shall be put 
in the order they are moved, except in the tuse of privilezed questions. 
and in filling up blanks the lorges? sum and longest time shall he put fist. 

33. A similar mode of proceeding shall be observed with bills which 
have origmated in and passed the Senate. as with bills originating in the 
House, except they shall not be printed. 

34. When a motion has been made and carried or lost, it shall be in 
order for any member of the majority, on the sme or succeeding day, to 
move for the reconsideration thereof; which motion shall not be heard 
alter such succeeding day, and such motion shall take precedence of all 
other questions, except the consideration of a conlerence report or a 
motion to adjourn, but if the motion he not made on-the same day the 
member intending to move such cons deration shall give notice of such 
intention on the day the question to be reconsidered is voted upon: Pro- 
vided, That during the last six days of the session the motion to recon- 
sider can only be male on the same day that the vote to be reconsidered 
is taken. :

day,” and they shall be taken up in the order in which theyare numbered, 
unless otherwise ordered by a majority of the House, and the clerk shall 
also keep a book showing the situation and progress of bills.

47. When the House has arrived at the general order of the day it 
shall go into committee of the whole upon each order or partieular order 
designated by a vote of the House, and no other business shall he in order 
until the whole are considered and passed.or the committee rise, and unless 
a particular bill is ordered up, the committee af the whole shall consider.

48. The Speaker may leave the chair and appoint a member to preside, 
but not for a longer time than one day, except by leave of the House. 

49. The rules of parliamentary practice adopted hy the House of Rep- 
resentatives of the United States shall govern the Honse in all eases to 
which they are applicable, and in which they are not inconsistent with the 
standing rules and orders of the House and the joint rules and orders of 
the Senate and House of Representatives. 

50. No rule of the House shall be suspended, altered or amended with- 
out the concurrence of two-thirds of the members of the whole House. 

The hour of daily meeting of the House shall he 10 o’clock in the 
forenoon until the House directs otherwise. 

62. The ayes and nays shall not be ordered unless demanded by one 
member, except upon the final passage of bills, joint resolutions and 
memorials (except as provided in rule 24), in which ease the ayes and nays 
shall be had without any demand. 

3. In ease all of the members of any committee are required or 
entitled to report on any subject referred to them and cannot arree upon 
any report, the majority and minority may each make a special report, 
and any member dissenting in whole or in part from the reasonings and 
conclusions of both majority and minority may also present to the House 
a statement of his reasonings and conclusions, and all reports, if decorous 
in language and respectful to the House, shall be entered at length upon 
the journal. 

54. No smoking shall be allowed in the Representative chamber or gal- 
lery at any time. 

50. No member or Other person shall remain by the clerk’s desk when 
the year and nays are being called. 

56. In ease of any disturbance or disorderly conduet in the lobby or 
gallery, the Speaker or chairman of the committee of the whole shall have 
power to order the same to he cleared, : 

57. Nomember or officer of the House, unless from illness or other 
cange unahle to attend, shall absent himself from the sessions of the House 
during an entire day without first having obtained leave of absence, and 
no shall be entitled to draw pay while absent more than one day with- 
out leave. 

58. Neither the chief clerk nor his assistants shall permit any records 
or papers belonging to the House to be taken out of their custody, other- 
wise than in the regular course of business. The chief clerk shall raport 
any missing papers to the Speaker; shall have general supervision of all 
clerical duties appertaining to the business of the House; shall perform, 
under direction of the Speaker, all duties pertaining to the business of his 
office, and shall also keep a hook showing the situation and progress of all 
bills, memorials and joint resolutions. 

59 Itshall be the duty of the committee on state affairs and federal 
relations to examine into the state of accounts and expenditures of the 
State Auditor, “tate Treasurer and all other State officere entrusted with 
the custody or disbursement of any portion of the public moneys; to 
inquire and report particularly on or before the 18th day of the session, 
whether the expenditures of each and all of said officers are justified by 
him; whether all claims from time to time satisfied and discharged by 
such officers are supported by sufficient vouchers, establishing their jus- 
tice both as to character and amount; whether all such claims have been 
discharged out of funds appropriated therefor, and whether all moneys 
have heen dishursed in conformity with the appropriation laws, and 
whether all moneys reported to he on hand are so on hand and to the 
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credit of various funds as reported; and the notes, bonds and securities in 
which any portion of the public moneys are reported to be invested are on 
hand as reported, and whether the same are proper and secure invest- 
ments and securely kept. And it shall be, moreover, the duty of said com- 
mittee to report from time to time whether any and what retrenchment 
can be made in the expenditure of any department or office of the State 
without detriment to the public service, and to report from time to time 
such recommendations and bills as may be necessary to add to the 
economy and accountability of any officer of the State, and said committee 
shall make such recommendation as to the investment of public moneys 
and the exchange or sale of any of the bonds or securities held by theState 
as in their judgment the public interest requires. 7 

The chairman of each standing committee shall lay on the clerk’s desk, 
to be read previous to adjournment, notice of the time and place of meet- 
ing of such committee.

_ Gentlemen: Information received by the State Board of Land Com- 
missioners from the Lewiston land office is to the effect that plats of town- 
ship 40 north, range 1, 2 and 8 east, the survey of which the State 
requested of the general government some months ago, were received and 
filed December 14, 1896, and that the State’s option for making selections 
in said township in behalf of the different land grants will expire sixty 
days after said date, or on February 18, 1897. 

„~The records of the land department show that selections aggregating 
twenty-two sections have been recommended in township 40 north, range 2 
east. Competent authorities estimate the value (to the State) of the tim- 
ber selected in this township to be at least $50,000, and in order to secure 
this value to the State, filings in the Lewiston land office must be made 
prior to February 18, 1897, as after that date the land will be thrown open 
for settlement to the public generally. l 

The other two townships mentioned’ above have not been ‘cruised’? 
by the land department, but reliable information is to the effect that sev- 
eral thousand acres of valuable timber can be selected in these townships, 
and filings made prior to February 13, 1897. The fee in the local land 
office for filing on these lands is $8 per section, and selections and esti- 
mates can be made for about six cents per acre.

Mr. Speaker: Your committee on State affairs and federal relations 
bes leave to report that in compliance with the rules of the House, it has 
examined the affairs of the office of tute Treasurer and Governor. and are 
at prerent engaged in the examination of the affairs of the Secretary of 
Swie and Auditor. {n the office of the Treasurer we find the expenditures 
invidenial to the office were justified and the law complied with in that 
reetrd. We call particular attention to the condition in which your com- 
mittee found the public money of the state: The deposits of the state 
funds were divided among three banks as follows: The Capital State Bank 
of Bowe City, the Commercial Bank of Caldwell and C. Bunting & Co,’s 
Bank of Blackfoot, the total amount of these deposits being $20,000 in ex- 
cess of the bund given by the Treasurer. All of these deposits were gen- 
eral deposits and liable as such as part of the assets of the bank in case of 
ita failure. our committee considers this method of depositing money as 
extremely hazardous to the interests of the state, involving as it does the 
risk of a loss of large amounts. We would further call attention to the fact 
that our statutes, Section 6975, subdivision 4, expressly prohibits the de- 
posit of the public money in this way. Justice to the present State Treas- 
urer requires your co.nmittee to state that be is but following the prece- 
dent of his predevessors in office in the absence of a better method, and 
has requested your committee to recommend to the legislature such 2 
system of protecting and disposing of the public funds as would remedy 
the existing evil. Your committee therefore prepared and submitted 
House Bill No. 67 as a bill calenlated to afford such remedy. We therefore 
recommend its early passage. We were unable to visit the two banks out- 
side of Boise m which the deposits are alleged to be made. Your com- 
mittee visited the Capital State Bank to ascertain the manner in which the 
money was kept and then counted an amount equal to the sum shown by 
the Treasurer's pass book to be subject to check. The investigations of 
your committee in the Governor’s office have been chiefly contined to the 
operations of the past two years. The vouchers examined by your com- 
mittee were in a most unsatisfactory condition and particularly so in the ` 
matter of monies expended for clerk hire. During the year 1895 warrants 
for clerk hire to the amount of $1200 were issued; of this amount $400 was 
in favor of Mamie McConnell; $400 in favor of W. C. McConnell, and $400 
in fayor of W. J. McConnell, the Governor in person. For the year 1896 
the full amount allowed, $1200, was drawn before the beginning of the 
month of November by W. J. McConnell, $200 being drawn in January and 
$200 in September. During three (3; months of this year, your committee 
is creditably informed, there was no personemployed as clerk and acting 
in that capacity in the office, and further information in possession of your 
committee compels the belief that during the year 1896 while a clerk was 
actually in the office, such clerk received but $60 per month for services 
rendered. Touching the warrants drawn by W.J. McConnell, both in 1895 
and 1896, there are no vouchers on file to show that this money was ever 
received by any clerk. The files of the (overnor’s office show that during 
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a considerable portion of this time for which warrants for ‘$100 per month 
were drawn the Adjutant General’s clerk pe-formed the duties of clerk in 
the Governor’s office, compensation for such services being confined to the 
pay received as the Adjutant (Generals clerk. In this connection your 
committee would recommend the passage of a bill herewith transmitted 
applicable to ali the state departments, previding that no claim against 
the state shall be allowed by the board of examirers unless the same is 
fully jtemized and verified as to its correctnvss and approved by the officer 
or board intrusted with the dishbu:sement of the particular fund out of 
which the claim is payable. We would further re‘ommend the passage ot 
a bill herewith transmitted, regulating the keeping of accounts by the 
various departments of the state. An examination of the Adjutant Qen- 
eral’s office convinces your committee that the services of a clerk in that 
office are entirely unnecessary, as is also any appropriation for Adjutant 
General’s salary.» In concluding this partial repot your committee would 
state that they are at present investigating the office of Secretary of State 
and gathering important data concerning the amount of fees collected for 
filing and other services and ascertaining the disposition made of such fees, 
and also examining the management of the office in general. Your com> 
mittee expect to make a final report during the coming week.

Substitute the following for the title: “An act to protect buffalo and 
bison.” Substitute the following for Section 1: ‘It shall be unlawful for 
any person or persons at any time to kill, ensnare or Hap any buffalo or 
bison.” Substitute the following for Section 2: ‘It shall be unlawful for 
any pergon or persons or agents or employees of any association or corpo- 
ration at any time to take, buy or sell, or have in possession any buffalo or 
bison, or any part of such animals, or for any person, agent or employee of 
any association, corporation, stage line, railroad company or express com- 
pany to receive, carry, transport or ship any such animal or any part 
thereof.” Add the following to Section 3: “It shall be unlawful for any 
person or persons to hunt or chase with dogs any buffalo or bison or have 
in possession any dog or dogs for said purpose.” Add the following to 
Section 4; ‘Any person, agent or employee of any association or corpora- 
tion, stage line, railroad company or express conipany who shall violate 
any of the provisions of the preceding sections shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be fined in any sum not 
less than one hundred nor more than three hundred dollars, or shall be 
imprisoned in the county jail for a term of not exceeding three months, or 
by both such fine and imprisonment. . 

Add the following: 

Section 5. Having in possession any buffalo or bison, or any part of 
such animals, shall be deemed prima facie evidence that such person or 
persons killed, ensnared, trapped or destroyed the same in violation of 
this act. 

Add the following: 

Section 6. It shall be the duty of the sheriff, deputy sheriff and con- 
stables of the various counties of the state, to arrest or cause to be arrested 
and bring before a judge or justice of their county any person or persons 
violating any of the provisions of this act, and any person or persons mak- 
irg complaint under oath to any of the aforesaid officers, the party or 
parties complained against must be arrested, and the person or persons 
making such complaint shall be entitled to one-half of the fines imposed 
upon conviction thereof.
